ROME, March 8.—Alarming news 
from Fiume haa been received iby the 
Giornale d'Italia reporting that the 
Fascisti revolutionistg are masterg of 
the city and have formed a govern- 
ment.

BELFAST Mar. 3—When three 
care contain'ng members of the Roys!

Captains Galloway and Purdy 
were taken prisoner and the others 
were lined up in the street an¢ 
search by members of the Irish re- 
publican army.

Why Build? 


The building campaign that fs 
under way in the city is one that 
deserves attention and encour- 
agement. None the less because 
it is backed actually ‘by dealers in 
lumber and other building mater- 
ials, and {by ‘the building trades. 
If these parties have personal 
ends in view they are worthy 
ends, and they cannot be achieved 
without the community sharing in 
the benefits. Buildings cannot 
be put up ‘without using mater- 
ials and employing builders. If 
those who supply these materials 
and who do this kind of work are 
out to induce people to build who 
would not otherwise do so they 
deserve the support of the public. 
Whatever ‘is accomplished by the 
campaign will cause the wheels of 
business in the city to revolve 
faster and will give work and 
wages to those who need and 
want them. Those considerations 
alone are sufficient to entitle the 
enterprise to sympathy, since there 
is needed both stimulation of 
buginess and increased demand 
for labor. 23 . 

Nothing in the nature of «a 
building ‘“boom’’ is possible, at 
the spresent ‘time. The financial 
conditions forbid. Buildings can- 
not be put up wholesale unless 
loans can be obtained on a gener- 
ous scale, That is not possible. 
The shrinkage in the value of real 
estate has cut down the amount 
that can be borrowed on the se- 
curity of a lot and a house to be 
erected on it. At the same time 
it takes more money to build now 
than it did years ago. That double 
shift in conditions puts out of the 
question any hope that we can 
witness ‘this spring a return of 
the activity of 'ten years ago. But 
it does not affect the fact that 
building conditions are more fav- 
orable than for some years, nor 
forbid hope that a really substan- 
tial amount of construction ‘will 
go on during the coming summer. 

The financial situation narrows 
down the opportunity for getting 
large results out of the building 
campaign ‘to some extent.

ANY people have been at a loss to know when and why they require the 
services of an Architect, and there is a lack of public knowledge as to what 
should be expected of an Architect when he is employed. 


This article is issued with the hope that it will make these matters clear, and by 


the climination of misunderstanding, smooth the path of all 


construction of buildings. 


WHY AN ARCHITECT IS REQUIRED 


An owner must have information as to what he 
actually desires before he can “buy” either land or 
a building to put on it to the best adventage 


Data must be assembled before his decisions oan 
be made, and these decisions muet be put into a 
form which ts readily understandable to thoan who 
are to quote prices {f true competitive tenders ara 
to be secured, 


There je much detall work in obtaining prices anil 
the letting of contracts. An owner requires expert 
advice and service in these things. 


The Architect provides this service, 


When construction ts under way and owner's In 
terest should be considered in the day to day ques 
tions which come up. 


The Architect {Is the owner's representative on 


the works, 


Everyone wishes to have bulldings pleasing to the 
eye, if for no other reason than to increase their 
commercial value, 


An Architect {ts trained to clothe ufliity with 


beauty. 


Bullding ts a very complex “manufacturing pro 
cess.’ It involves many trades and interests. These 
if left to themselves, do not consider thetr own risks 
in relation to the whole aa carefully as they should 


An Architect guides these diverse interests into a 
proper relationship, 


HOW AN ARCHITEOT WORKS 


By means of preliminary caloulations, rough 
eketches and approximated estimates, the require 
ments of the owner are brought to light In the 


Architect's drafting room and office the problem !s 


analyzed. All possible solutions should be dle 
cussed with the owner, A definite solution ts then 
prepared {nthe form of working draw nga and 


specifications, which show exactly and In detail what 
contractors will be required to furnish, 


Thie gives a defined basis upon which prices are 
secured, The Architect cbtaing theaa prices from 
various contractors, and places them before the 
owner with any comment his experience leads him 
to offer, 


When the contractors are decided upon, the 
Architect relleves the owner of the detail work of 
closing contracts, end sees that he ts properly pro- 
tected, 


Constantly during the course of construction, de- 
tailed instructions and drawings ere supplied to sup 
plement and Interpret the working drawings and 
specificiations upon which contracts were based, 


The supertntendance of an Architect ts general 
in its character. It ls more that of a director who 
co-ordinates the work, than that of a policeman 
When close and continuous supervision ts deastred, 
arrangement for the employment of a clerk of 
works should be made.

Ways railway and the H.B.C. trans- 
port from the end of stee] at Water- 
Ways. Another shipment of twenty 
three will also leave for the north 
in two week's time. 

Edmonton is rapidly displacing the 
east as a manufacturing centre for 
light water craft and in addition to 
the fur traders and transportation 
companies the government is now 
placing its orderg here for canoes. 
During the past week the Boat 
Works shipped four twenty foot can- 
oes to Spirit River in the Grand 
Prairie country, from where they will 
go overland to Fort St. John on the 
upper waters of the Peace River. 
These boats will be used next summer 
by the members of the Geological 
gurvey on the mountain streams and 
they are constructed to gtand rough 
handling in places where no fe-
